Barrett keeps 
no more than a week's supply of dry felt on hand, thus assur- 
ing a better finished product. 

Temperatures are carefully controlled; saturants and 
coatings are regularly tested; and the finished product is sub- 
ject to most rigid inspection. 

Barrett Mineral-Surfaced Roll Roofings are surfaced with 
colorful non-fading mineral granules embedded firmly into 
the surface while the coating is still hot and in fluid state. 

Every step in the manufacture of Barrett Roll Roofings 
is in Barrett's hands, insuring a finished product that guaran- 
tees satisfactory performance to dealer and consumer.
